YOBS pushed a doctor who cannot 
swim into a canal as he walked home 
from Walsall Manor Hospital.

Pub chain eyes takeover of blaze-hit pub 


AN HISTORIC Bloxwich pub is pois- 
ed to be taken over by JD Wetherspoon, 
creating 40 new jobs. The pubs chain is 
in negotiations for the Bulls Head. 

The building, which dates back to 
the 1920s, was left in a dangerous 
state following an arson attack in 
November. Bosses at Wetherspoons 
have said that if a deal is reached, £1 
million will be spent revamping the 
Park Road pub. 

The news has been welcomed by 
councillors in the area who said it 


would give the town a much-needed 
boost. It comes weeks after it was 
revealed that Wetherspoons was 
understood to be taking over the former 
Gala Bingo Hall, in Aldridge. The 
company recently opened St Matthew’s 
Hall, in Lichfield Street, Walsall. 
Eddie Gershon, spokesman for 
Wetherspoons, said: “Wetherspoons is 
in negotiations to purchase The Bulls 
Head but a deal hasn’t been done yet. 
“This is a disused pub and one we are 
keen to agree a deal on. We aim to get 


planning permission to turn it into a 
Wetherspoons. If it does get the all- 
clear, we have prepared for develop- 
ment costs for £1 million, and with each 
new pub we create around 40 jobs.” 
Thirty firefighters were called to 
tackle the suspected arson attack at 
the former pub in November. Since 
The Bulls Head closed down in 2007, 
there were plans to turn it into shops. 
Councillor Fred Westley, Labour 
representative for Bloxwich West, 
said: “Any investment in the town is 


welcome, and news of possible new 
jobs is great. With the amount of pubs 
closing it is good to see something 
might be brought back to life.” 

A planning application has been 
submitted to Walsall Council for the 
refurbishment and extension of the 
existing building. 


Meanwhile, jobs are also expected | 


to be created with the transformation 
of the former Gala Bingo hall in 
Aldridge. The listed building has 
stood empty for two years.

Documents detailing the type of 
development that would be suitable — 
including a cinema, offices, health 
clinic and creche — have already been 
drawn up. 

If no suitable solution is found for 
the site, it may be demolished at a cost 
of £200,000.

Hate campaign man is jailed 


A WALSALL man _ who 
launched a vicious hate cam- 
paign against a woman by 
impersonating her online and 
encouraging strangers to rape 
her has been jailed for two 
years and nine months. 


Khalid Hussain’s torment of 


the woman culminated in a 
man visiting her house, hitting 
her in the face and trying to 
sexually assault her. 

Warwick Crown Court heard 
how the attacker only fled after 


realising she was genuinely 
scared but she took his regis- 
tration plate. 

Mr Robert Hodgkinson, pros- 
ecuting, said that 30-year-old 
Hussain, using a false name, 
sent hundreds of abusive and 
obscene texts and emails to her. 

He said: “But the worst 
aspect is that over a period of 
months, she received over 100 
visits at night from men who 
knocked on her door saying 
they had been conversing with 


her by email and were respond- 
ing to invitations by her to visit 
her for sex. 

“One of those men had been 
led to believe that she wanted 
to be raped.” 

Hussain, of Dora Road, 
Pleck, was sentenced after 
pleading guilty to two charges 
of harassment. 

He was also ordered to serve 
asix-month jail term which had 
been suspended at the time for 
setting up a fake robbery.

He said Dr Dasgupta had been a dia- 
betic for 18 years and gave the cause of 
death as hypertension heart disease. 

Black Country Coroner Mr Robin 
Balmain recorded a verdict that Dr 
Dasgupta, who worked in West 
Bromwich, died of natural causes.

6,600 fines 
issued to 

town centre 
car drivers 


DRIVERS in Walsall town centre 
have been given more than 6,600 fines 
since on-street parking charges came 
into force just six months ago. 

The fees have boosted council coffers 
by £95,000, but critics fear the fines 
could deter shoppers. 

Parking campaigner Dennis Anson, 
Labour councillor for Pleck, said: “I do 
not support people blocking up the 
streets if they are parking in places 
they should not be. 

“My concern though is that Walsall is 
currently eighth worst in the country 
for the number of empty and closed- 
down shops and we need to do what we 
can to bring people in. If people are 
getting fined like this, it might put 
them off.” 


Overturned 


Of the 6,612 fines handed to drivers 
who overstayed their time limit in the 
past six months, 739 were later over- 
turned. 

Transport chief Councillor Tom 
Ansell said: “After we introduced on- 
street pay-and-display charges, just 
over 94,000 pay-and-display tickets 
have been bought by motorists. 

“Tt’s no surprise they are popular as 
they are very convenient parking 
spaces. 

‘Disappointingly, a minority of 
motorists have failed to comply with 
the parking restrictions.” 

Councillor Ansell said the £95,000 
raised through the penalty charges 
had been used to offset the overall cost 
of providing and maintaining the new 
system. 

The new charges were introduced in 
on March 7 and almost 1,700 people 
were hit with parking fines within the 
first month. 

The 20p-per-10-minute charge has 
been brought in on 310 parking spaces 
in 19 streets including Lichfield Street, 
Hatherton Street and Station Street.

Notices 
are served 
on illegal 
travellers 


MORE than 40 eviction orders have 
been served on illegal traveller 
encampments across the Black 
Country in a year. 

Convoys of travellers parked on 
public land and green spaces 47 times 
in Walsall, Sandwell and Wolverhamp- 
ton in the last 12 months, costing 
council tax payers thousands of 
pounds. The cash was spent on legal 
and bailiffs fees. 

Walsall Council has served 15 evic- 
tion notices on unauthorised encamp- 
ments since January 1 this year, but 
could not say how much has been 
spend on eviction costs. 

Sandwell Council has spent around 
£40,000 on getting rid of travellers who 
have parked up on council land on 21 
occasions. 


Clearance 


Claire Bustin, spokeswoman for the 
council, said the authority has inter- 
vened legally on nine occasions, and 
police have issued notices to leave on 
12 occasions. 

She added: “The council has spent in 
the region of £40,000 on site clearance 
and security, court costs and officer 
time to cover the 21 incursions.” 

Meanwhile, Wolverhampton City 
Council has tackled 11 traveller incur- 
sions on council land in the last year. 

Areas across the Black Country have 
suffered problems brought by trav- 
ellers. Clean-up crews have been 
called out more than 30 times in the 
first six months of this year to clear 
away rubbish left behind.

The £7,320 system is being funded 
by Walsall South Area Partnership as 
part of efforts to crackdown on crime 
and reduce anti-social behaviour. 

Other projects include a £1,950 sch- 
eme for minor road works near White- 
hall Junior School, in Delves Road, 
Caldmore to improve traffic flow. West 
Midlands Fire Service has also att- 
racted a grant for £1,000 for equipment 
for its cycle team which carries out 
safety visits to homes and businesses. 

Park Hall Community Association, 
Park Hall Road, has also attracted 
£1,000 towards an open evening to 
discuss issues with householders. 

Fencing is also to be installed at a 
vacant plot in Hollyhedge Lane, 
Birchills at a cost of £744 after prob- 
lems with fly-tippers. 

A total of £17,648 has so far being 
allocated from the 20011/2012 budget 
of £77,522 for projects. 

The partnership covers wards 
including Pleck, Paddock and Palfrey.

oughly with proper engagement with the 
school community if people feel they have not 
been communicated with properly,” 

There are plans to increase the reception 
class at Leighswood Primary from 75 to 90 to 
meet demand. 

Serco spokesman Mark Vaughan said: “A 
consultation exercise has been undertaken as 
required and the council is continuing to 
assess the proposal to enlarge Leighswood 
School.”

beat after shake-up

EXTRA police have been sent out on 
patrol in the afternoons and evenings in 
Walsall from this week as part of a force 
shake-up of shift patterns and beat 
boundaries. 

On Monday, the 22 neighbourhood beats 
became 20 wards to match the borough 
council’s wards. The new shift patterns will 
see more officers on the streets during the 
afternoons and evenings. 

West Midlands Police said the changes in 
neighbourhood policing had followed a con- 
sultation with local communities and part- 
ners. They said they would be better placed 
to “tackle issues that impact at the heart of 
the community”. 


Inspectors 

Four inspectors will oversee local policing 
in Walsall and will have responsibility for the 
main areas of Walsall, Aldridge, Willenhall, 
Darlaston, Bloxwich and Brownhills. 

Fifteen sergeants will cover the 20 wards 
and will be posted to the new beats, while 
staffing levels and locations will reflect 
demands on resources within the new bound- 
aries. The beat sergeants will also work 
alongside a local authority neighbourhood 
manager and the team of councillors for that 
ward. 

Supt Keith Fraser, of Walsall police, said: 
“By streamlining our service we are building 
on our experiences and will be meeting local 
needs. The community have said they would 
like to see a greater police presence at key 
times especially in the evenings. 

“The new shift pattern will ensure police 
are in your area when you need them. They 
will be able to tackle issues that impact at the 
heart of the community including dealing 
more robustly with calls relating to anti- 
social behaviour.” 

Supt Fraser said the changes would mean 
a more community-focused service. 

“Re-aligning our beats now means there is 
less cross-over when dealing with local 
issues. They will be working closely with 
their neighbourhood manager and team of 
councillors to ensure policing is geared up to 
meet the needs of the community.” 

Supt Fraser said the decision to change the 
beats was not taken lightly.

Legend’s boxing 
gloves are going 
up for auction 


A LEGENDARY | Black 
Country boxer’s gloves were 
going under the auctioneer’s 
hammer in Walsall this week. 

A large collection of personal 
memorabilia that belonged to 
Halesowen-born Joe Attwood was 
taken along to a_ valuation day 
run by Lichfield-based Richard 
Winterton Auctioneers. 

The welterweight, who was born in 
1890 in Hayley Green, fled to Wales to 
work in the mines and then to Canada 
after being accused of throwing a fight 
in his home town and being chased 
down the street. 

Joe, who died in 1975, was reputed 
to have been able to hold his own in 
any fight. 

He spent his early days in fair- 
ground boxing booths before becoming 


a professional. In Canada he joined 
the Canadian Army during the First 
World War. He carried on boxing in the 
army as Sgt Attwood and after the war 
returned to England and resumed his 
career. 

In 131 bouts he had 102 wins 10 
draws and lost 16. Despite his success 
and world travels, including fights in 
New York and Canada. 


Surprise 

Joe’s roots remained in his home 
town and he always longed to see his 
‘old cronies’. 

According to Halesowen legend one 
fight was arranged at the Borough 
Hall with Cradley Heath’s Joe Robin- 
son and many locals placed bets on Joe 
to win the fight. 

To the surprise, disappointment 
and anger of all he lost the contest in 
eight rounds and many of the local

lads believed that he had been bribed 
so to do by the bookmakers and chased 
him down the road. 

The medals to be featured in the 
sale today (Thursday) and tomorrow 
(Friday) include his first welterweight 
medal from Paris 1919, a 1918 gold 
winners medal, his First World War 
and Victory medals and a First World 
War City of Welland gold medal. 

The haul also includes his 1922 
licence card to fight in New York, pho- 
tographs and programmes.

ANY people will know that the borough of 

Walsall is famed for its rock musicians. But 

before that, Walsall was also known in a 
very different musical sphere, as the birthplace of 
aman whom we might call ‘Walsall’s Pavarotti’. 

Frank Coningsby Mullings was born at the Butts in 
Walsall on May 10, 1881. As a boy Frank had a wonder- 
ful voice — he was the soloist at Wood Green church and 
made his concert debut at the age of 11, singing the 
soprano solos in Mendelssohn’s Elijah at Wednesbury. 

After becoming a teacher at Bridge School, Walsall, where 
he was educated, he was also a popular member of Walsall 
Cricket Club. But some time around 1904, Frank decided to 
make singing his career. From 1905-1909 he studied at the 
Birmingham School of Music. In 1907 Mullings won a scholar- 
ship there, studying under Fred W Beard, and George A 
Breeden, the greatest of all vocal teachers associated with the 
school until he was considered sufficiently advanced to make 
a tentative operatic debut. 

That début took place in Coventry in 1907 in a concert per- 
formance of Gounod’s Faust. A natural actor blessed with a 
strong stage presence and a forceful, if not always pitch- 
perfect, singing style, his success at this first attempt induced 
him to proceed with a vocal career, starting with the John 
Ridding Opera Company for the summer of 1907. 


College 


He eventually made his initial London appearance at the 
Queen’s Hall in 1911, from where he went rapidly forward. 

Mullings sang in many concerts and oratorios at provincial 
festivals, and in 1913 he went into Grand Opera, making his 
debut at Birmingham’s Prince of Wales Theatre. 

That year he became a member of the Denhof Opera 
Company, where his acclaimed first tour as Tristan put him well 
on the way to the front rank as an English tenor. In 1916, Sir 
Thomas Beecham formed a fine company of British artists, 
with Frank Mullings, Frederic Austin, Frederick Ranalow, 
Robert Radford and Miriam Licette among the principals, 
singing operas all in English, and began many seasons at the 
Aldwych and Drury Lane Theatres in London. 

It was there that Mullings was heard to best advantage when 
he gave wonderful studies of Otello and Tristan. Frank was 
engaged by the Beecham Opera Company until 1921. A 
notable milestone in Frank Mullings’ career was when he was 
the first to sing the part of Wagner's Parsifal in English, which 
he did at the Royal Opera House, Covent Garden, in 1919. He

later performed with the British National Opera Company from 
1922 until its closure in 1929. 

Mullings was a noted interpreter, in England at least, of 
Verdi’s Otello, and was also the first to sing that role in English, 
as well as being noted for his performance as Wagner's Tristan. 

He created the role of Hadyar in Nail by Isidore de Lara (1910), 
and the role of Apollo in Alkestis by Rutland Boughton (1922). 

Music critic Neville Cardus, who came to know Mullings well, 
wrote in one of his press reviews: “Mr Mullings acted Canio in 
Pagliacci far beyond the plane of conventional Italian opera of 
the ‘blood and sand’ order. His singing is not exactly all honey, 
but how intensely he lived in the part! He almost persuades us 
that there is real tragedy about — that if the puppet Canio were 
pricked, blood and not sawdust would come forth.” 

Sir Thomas Beecham wrote in his book A Mingled Chime 
(1943) that Frank Mullings’ voice “had a poetry, spirituality and 
intelligence which | have never heard in any other native artist 
and in very few elsewhere,” and there were many who agreed 
with that sentiment at the time. 

Frank is thought to have lived in Glebe Street, Walsall, for 
several years and taught singing lessons at Darlington Street 
Methodist Church, in Wolverhampton. At the height of his 
fame, he joined the staff of the Birmingham School of Music, 
teaching voice, and worked there from 1927 until 1946. 

He also lectured at the Royal Manchester College of Music 
from 1944 but returned regularly to the Midlands to teach. 
Frank’s voice is preserved on a series of 80rpm (not 78rpm)

records which he made for Columbia, including selections from 
Lohengrin, Meistersinger, Tannhauser, Aida, Pagliacci and 
Otello, as well as oratorio and songs among which last-men- 
tioned was The Gentle Maiden which achieved tremendous 
popularity. Some of these are at Walsall Local History Centre. 

Mullings died in Manchester on May 19, 1953, at the age of 
72. His obituary in The Gramophone by H Hugh Harvey 
recalled “...the great days of the Beecham Opera Company’s 
performances during the First World War, and ... happy mem- 
ories of one of the finest artists of his day.” 

While he might not have achieved the dizzying heights of the 
modern Three Tenors, in his own time Frank Mullings was justly 
famous in the world of English opera, and put his home town 
firmly on the operatic stage. 

| can see no reason why he should not be affectionately 
known to posterity as ‘Walsall’s Pavarotti’.

Can’t beat The Drums 


The Drums - 
Portamento 

Just over a year since their 
debut album, New York’s The 
Drums have hit the jackpot 
with a second album that 
lives up to all their promise 
and more.They have fine- 
tuned those Smiths and surf 
influences into their own dis- 
tinctive sound, although the 
genes come from Morrissey- 
Marr and The Beach Boys. 
The songs have an autobio- 
graphical theme for singer 
and chief songwriter Jonny 
Pierce and the pains of ado- 
lescence usually make for a 
good pop record. The guitars 
jangle and chime and Jakob 
Graham conjures sounds 
from his synths not heard 
since the early 80s. 

Right from the off Pierce is 
railing against a religious 
upbringing in Book Of Reve- 
lation. Please Don’t Leave 
has all the hallmarks of 
classic ‘indie’ pop and If He 
Likes It Let Him Do It pumps 
its line over a melody and 
vocal reminiscent of A-ha.

Bombay Bicycle Club - 
A Different Kind Of Fix 

London’s Bombay Bicycle 
Club have plugged in their 
electric guitars after their 
acoustic tour and drawn 
upon psychedelic pop and 
shoegazer rock for their third 
album.

The Sutton Coldfield siblings, who are about to jet off on 
a globe-trotting round of public appearances to mark the

The 
new format will mean the cinema will be able to show a 
wider range of movies than the restricted Imax brand and 
it is hoped it will also show live coverage of the 2012 
Olympics in London. It is set to be open in time to show the 
new Tintin 3D movie in late October.

Lee Evans 
Birmingham NIA 


YOU get the impression 
Lee Evans could go through a 
two and a half hour set 
saying absolutely nothing 
and he’d still get more laughs 
than most comedians. 

A sell out 13,000-strong 
crowd at Birmingham’s NIA 
certainly didn’t need much 
encouraging as they lapped 
up the laughs during Evans’s 
latest arena show, Roadrun- 
ner. 

Evans, who has been 
touring for more than 20 
years, may not be the wittiest 
stand-up on the circuit, nor 
does he have the best one- 
liners or a killer comedy 
persona but for imaginative, 
honest, energetic, brilliantly 
physical comedy there is no- 
one better. 

Roadrunner was written in 
the second city during a six- 
month stay on Broad Street 
and then rehearsed and pol- 
ished in Birmingham’s tiny 
Glee Club. 

If nothing else Evans used 
his time to perfect his 
Brummie accent which was 
regularly used when regaling 
the idiocy of people. 

Airports, holidays, foot- 
ballers, Ikea and the recent 
riots all got the inimitable 
Evans treatment in what was 
a jam-packed, unrelenting set 
which rarely failed to reach 
his incredibly high standards. 

The best material though, 
as ever with Evans, was 
reserved for the subject of his 
long-suffering wife, with their 
rows about her putting make- 
up on and him having to fix a 
car on the side of the road 
getting the biggest laughs of 
the night. 

Two songs, including old 
favourite Bohemian Rhap-

mist of dry ice and warmed the audience 
up with some of their more recent songs, 
including the stirring The Fountain, 
until Bedbugs and Ballyhoo and the fre- 
netic Never Stop took the gig up a gear, 
leading to a rousing Rescue from their 
1980 debut album Crocodiles. 

The all-female string section added an 
extra dimension to the sound and Will 
Sergeant's spine-tingling guitar work 
reminded listeners that he ranks as one 
of the best guitarists from the 'new wave' 
era (alongside Johnny Marr and The 
Edge). 

The second act was given over entirely 
to a track-by-track performance of their 
Ocean Rain album, introduced by McCul- 
loch as "the greatest album ever made" 
and climaxed with the gothic romance of 
The Killing Moon. 

Mac the mouth, back to his immodest 
best, introduced it as the "greatest song 
ever written" and as the fans left their 
seats to fill the aisles, I was inclined to 
agree (for a while).

INFLUENTIAL Liverpudlian rockers 
Echo and the Bunnymen are more used 
to sweaty rock venues than the rarefied 
surroundings of the Midlands’ premier 
classical musical venue the Symphony 
Hall.

Small price to pay for the wind in your hai 


CHOP THE roof off acar and it will 
probably wobble on rough roads: 
add a fabric top and it will let in 
more noise than keeping the tin-top 
in place, writes lan Donaldson. 

That’s simple physics; the trick is to 
minimise both intruders while giving the 
punter something stylish for his (and, 
vitally, her) money. And that’s another 
drop-top factor to consider. They all

cost more than the hatches they’re 
based on, so will only win over buyers 
who fall in love with the prospect of a bit 
of a pose in a less practical car. 

Now, after a nine-year break, comes the 
Golf Cabriolet and, on a first drive on some 
fine Leicestershire roads in glorious early 


The Golf Cabriolet - a stylish car with a practical grounding is a sensible choice 


autumn sunshine it wasn’t hard to make a 
case for spending the extra. 

My test car, picked at random from a 
tempting line taking in the entire launch 
range, was the most expensive Golf Cabrio- 
let you can buy, at the moment. 

It costs a not inconsiderable £26,595, 
£3,495 more than the equivalent Golf hatch 
and tops a range starting at £20,720. Three 
engines are immediately available (two 
petrol, one diesel) with three more later in the 
year. 

The theme of threes continues in the 
number of trim levels (S, SE and GT). 


Volume 

All of them feature 16-inch alloy wheels, 
DAB radio and Bluetooth, and a powered 
roof that whirrs up and down in about the 
time it takes Usain Bolt to run 100 metres 
and will perform either action at up to 
about 18mph - looking ultra cool in the 
process. 

Finding somewhere to stow the top 
when you want wind in your hair 
means there’s less room in the 
rear seats than a Golf hatch 
and the boot is down in 
volume too. 

However, unlike convert- 
ibles with bulky metal 
folding roofs (like the 
bigger, dearer VW Eos), 
there’s the same space 
available whatever the posi- 


tion of the top, although reaching into the 
furthest recesses is a bit like trying to retrieve 
a parcel posted through a letter box. 

But enough of these practicalities, you 
buy acabrio as much with your heart as your 
head, even if the VW badges allows you to 
pretend you've been a bit sensible too. 

Try the cabrio first with roof in place and 
on a patched British main road and you'll 
feel the car shimmying slightly as it mourns 
the loss of stiffness in the cut-about body, 
while you notice a bit more wind noise than 
the hatch will provoke. 

Let the roof down, however, and let the 
sun shine in and you'll forgive the car its 
minor downsides and enjoy the smell of the 
fields, the twitter of birds in the roadside 
bushes and the feeling of one-ness with 
nature

VAUXHALL has started a 
people-moving price war with 
its main rival Ford. 

The entry-level version of the new 
Vauxhall Zafira Tourer will undercut 
the price of its main rival, the Ford 
S-Max, by £1,200. 

Despite the cost-cutting, the 138bhp 
Zafira Tourer ES 1.8 will come equipped 
with an excellent range of kit as stan- 
dard, including air conditioning, DAB 
radio, cruise control, MP3 connections, 
six airbags, a seven-speaker sound 
system, active headrests and the handy 
Flex7 seating found in the smaller 


Zafira. Longer, wider and more expen- 
sive than the Zafira, the Zafira Tourer is 
designed to be Vauxhall’s premier 
people-mover, with higher levels of 
luxury, space and equipment. 

It uses key components from the 
Insignia, which seem to include the 
basic chassis layout. 


Safety

IT’S not big, it’s vast - the Frankfurt 
motor is a once every two years chance 
for Germany’s car makers to show off. 

And boy, do they flex their corporate 
muscle. Take Volkswagen; for days before 
the show opened around 1,000 people had 
been building the company’s stand. Shaped 
like a cloud and big enough to display 50 
vehicles, it is lit by 2,100 lamps and needs 50 
miles of cable to connect them. 

Not enough for Audi, though, which built a tem- 
porary show hall, big enough for its latest cars to 
roar round on a banked indoor track and rumoured 
to cost 10 million euros. 

So it’s good to see, if you’re rooting for the UK 
(which hasn’t had a proper motor show for years) 
that not all the show stoppers were designed on 
computers in a German car plant. One came from 
Coventry, in the shape of the Jaguar C-X16 proto- 
type. 

Another came from the other branch of what 
we’ll get used to calling JLR - for Jaguar Land 
Rover. For one of Frankfurt’s genuine surprises 
was a glimpse into the future (well, 2015) when 
Land Rover is due to introduce a new version of the 
seemingly immortal Defender. 


Supercharged 


But the Jag first. Pretty enough to take your 
breath, this is the car that’s going to morph into the 
E-Type for the 21st century. The shortest Jaguar 
since the 1954 XK 120, it’s powered by a super- 
charged V6 petrol engine and boosted by an on- 
demand electric motor for a top speed of 186mph. 

It’s expected to cost from around £50,000 when 
sales start in 18 months time, by which time an 
obvious competitor will have already become a 
modestly common sight. 

That car — the new Porsche 911 — is another 
Frankfurt star. Only the third all-new 911 (it made 
its debut at Frankfurt in 1963) the new model con- 
tinues the looks of old (mad not to) but is bigger 
and, with a new 3.4 litre, 350 horsepower engine 
for the entry level, faster and more economical. 

Put German (Porsche) engineering and British 
design together and you have the new Hemera, 
from a London-based company - Eterniti Motors. 

Called the world’s first “super SUV”, the car is 
based on a Porsche Cayenne with blinged-up 
bodywork. It won’t be cheap (from around 
£150,000); features include twin electric rear seats, 
iPads and a drinks chiller. Production is promised 
for 2012. 

One show car not scheduled for production is 
the Kia GT, although its vaguely Aston Martin-like 
lines and sheer in-your-face style signify a 
company oozing confidence. More sensible, but 
with style to spare, is the Kia Optima. 

It’s the size of a BMW 5 Series and could shake 
up the executive car market when it arrives on our 
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The car world’s catwalk 


West Midlands know-how produced the Jaguar C-X16 prototype at Coventry 


shores next year. And back to Land Rover, which 
showed a closed and open version of its new 
Defender thinking. 

The first we'd seen already, the topless version 
of the DC100 was as unexpected as it was star- 
tlingly effective, with cut-down windscreen and a 
sonar system like a submarine’s to tell you how 
deep is the river you're about to ford. It will doubt- 
less be toned down before we can buy one, but 
let’s hope not by too much. 

Frankfurt is Europe’s biggest car show and 
probably the most important and yes, there were 
plenty of daft looking designs you know will never 
see the light of a production line. More interesting 
were the rash of new cars you WILL be able to see 
at the local showroom soon. 

Mercedes B-Class: Due here in March, it’s lower 
than today’s car yet roomier inside, one of the most 
aerodynamic shapes in the world and comes with 
a new range of engines promising much better 
economy. 

The seats are nearer the ground than the old car 
(easier to get in and out of, says Mercedes), while 
every car will have a radar based anti-collision 
system that warns of a potential shunt ahead. 

Honda Civic: A smoothed-off version of the 
mould-breaking current and Swindon-built car, the 
new Civic is going to major on an improved ride 
and better handling. 

It will go on sale at the start of next year with 1.4 
and 1.8-litre petrol engines and a 2.2-litre diesel. 
Prices will start around £16,000. The 2.2-litre 


diesel will bring emissions down to 110g/km, and 
a 1.6-litre diesel will be added later. 

Volkswagen Up: Well, it’s the up! And it’s a big 
car hiding in a small car’s bodyshell. 

The up! is a front-wheel-drive city car powered 
by a new generation of 1.0-litre three-cylinder 
petrol engines with emissions below 100g/km and 
fuel consumption of more than 60mpg with stop- 
start. 

It will go on sale in the UK next March from 
around £8,000. Its new underbody structures and 
engines have been developed so they can be 
expanded for the next-generation VW Polo, and 
there will be Seat and Skoda versions. 


Concept 


Skoda: The gap between the little Fabia and 
much bigger Octavia will be plugged when the 
Mission L arrives here next year, after going on sale 
in India first, later in 2011. 

It will look a lot like the Frankfurt “concept car” 
which enhances Skoda’s reputation for simply 
styled, unshowy cars that deliver the goods at sen- 
sible prices. 

Mazda: The company’s new CX-5 is an SUV with 
a mission: to premiere Mazda’s Skyactiv technol- 
ogy which signifies a thorough look at the way a 
conventional petrol engine works, to the extent 
that one model of CX-5 will hit 63mpg in the official 
tests, despite being a biggish and quite heavy car. 
A 2.2 diesel version is expected to be the biggest 
seller. Prices should start around £23,000.

THE MIDLANDS’ biggest amateur 
football club has fulfilled a decade-long 
dream after work was completed ion its 
new £1m clubhouse on the outskirts of 
Walsall. 

Wyrley Juniors will celebrate with an 
open day this weekend.The building in 
Long Lane, Essington, has four chang- 
ing rooms, two refereess’ changing 
rooms, a kitchen, medical room and a 
function room. It will be home to the 
club’s 45 teams and 700 players. 

The clubhouse will also act as a 
village hall for the wider community. 


Bosses spent 10 years identifying 
land, agreeing a lease, obtaining two 
planning permissions and raising 
£1.15m. More than £30,000 was spent 
on planning applications and surveys 
before a brick was laid.

The open day on Saturday, October 1, 
will feature guided tours of the new 
facility and a 10-hour sponsored foot- 
ball match involving all the club’s 
teams. 

Wyrley Juniors’ chairman Keith 


Hardy said: “Our vision has at last come 
to fruition. The open day will be our 
opportunity to showcase the efforts of 
hundreds of volunteers who have given 
time, sweat and money in getting 
Wyrley Juniors Football Club its own 
base.” 

The building project, which began in 
January, received £683,840 from the 
Football Foundation, and a grant of 
£245,000 from the Football Association. 

The rest of the cash — more than 
£200,000 — was raised by the club itself 
over a decade of fundraising events. A 
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walk to the top of Snowdon earlier this 
year by a group of 40 players, man- 
agers, parents and friends raised more 
than £7,000 towards the total. 

Last month Wyrley Juniors was 
announced as the FA’s community club 
of the year, with former Liverpool 
legend Ian Rush presenting Keith 
Hardy with the award at Wembley. 

The club comprises four men’s teams, 
a women’s ’ team, 29 boys’ teams and 11 
girls’ teams and also runs academies for 
boys and girls aged four to six.
